■ DEVELOPMENT: Discouraged on Homestead 

Subdivision cause for concern

About two dozen people had something to say 
or questions to ask about a proposed housing 
development at Homestead Blvd. and Tanner 
Dr. Monday. 

An L-shaped piece of land of 1.89 hectares 
(4.68 acres) would contain 12 single-detached 
homes and a string of 13 townhouses. 

Concerns were raised about traffic, environ¬ 
mental protection and lack of park land during a 
public meeting in Pelham Fire Station No. 1. 

The single homes will be tucked in behind 
existing houses on Tanner Dr., Saddler St. and 
Mason Dr. while the townhouses will line up 


behind homes along Quaker Rd. if the proposal 
is approved. 

Planning director Craig Lamour told the 
public meeting the area has been designated 
residential for 25 years. It has only been consoli¬ 
dated recently by the owner Inter-Now Corp, he 
said. Ownership was previously fragmented. 

Some of the features of the area, such as a 
pond for stormwater, were intended to be tem¬ 
porary features until storm sewers were con¬ 
structed with the development of the area. 

The loss of the environmental appeal behind 
existing homes in the slowly expanding subdivi¬ 
sion was one of the concerns of the neighbours.

‘Pent-up enthusiasm’ among owners to improve downtown properties

Meanwhile, the town is apply¬ 
ing for a $2.3-million federal grant 
to do the same in Fenwick. 

“This has been a process of 
engagement,” Augustyn said 
about the revitalization planning. 

About 30 people attended the 
public meeting at Pelham Fire 
Station No. 1 in Fonthill to listen 
to a presentation by a pair of con¬ 
sultants. 

Luc Piccioni of RCI Consulting 
and Kevin Muir of GSP Group 
have guided the process of creat¬ 
ing a Community Improvement 
Plan for more than a year. It 
involved analysis, consultations 
and workshops in Fonthill and 
Fenwick. 

On the Tuesday, they reviewed 
the process which calls for rede¬ 
signs of the two downtowns, 
reconstruction of streets by the 


public sector and improvements 
in building facades by the private 

Specifically, they said both 
downtowns should improve 
streetscapes, enhance gateways, 
improve building facades to be 
more pedestrian-orientated and 
use redevelopment opportunities. 

In Fonthill, the town should 
integrate Pelham Town Square 
with Pelham St., they said. 

In Fenwick, the comer of Can- 
boro and Maple Sts. could be 
redesigned around the flag pole 
to improve the visual quality and 
functioning of the intersection. 

To encourage improvement of 
private properties, they recom¬ 
mend seven funding programs: a 
commercial building facade 
improvement grant of up to 
$12,500; commercial building 
improvement loan program of up 
to $20,000; revitalization grant 


program, a 70% rebate on town 
property taxes for up to 10 years; 
residential Intensification grant 
program to encourage creating 
upper floor residences; a plan¬ 
ning fees grant program; a public 
art grant program for art on pri¬ 
vate property but visible to the 
public; and a development charge 
exemption. 

For most of these programs 
Niagara Region will provide 
matching grants or similar 

With the success of the public 
meeting, Augustyn and Ward 2 
Coun. Dave Emmons, who chairs 
the planning section of the gen¬ 
eral committee, said the town 
would be ready to accept 
improvement plan applications in 
about two months. 

The town has $50,000 set aside 
from the 2009 budget which 
would be matched by $50,000 


from the region to start off a CIP 
fund, Emmons said. 

Augustyn said the town plans to 
added to the community 
improvement plan fund from it 
2009 surplus. 

Gary Accursi, a downtown 
property owner who was a key 
member of the downtown beauti¬ 
fication committee, said there is 
“a pent-up enthusiasm” among 
owners to improve their proper¬ 
ties. 

With the town reconstructing 
Pelham St. and the possibility of 
similar Fenwick work, there is a 
feeling “this is finally happening,” 
he said about revitalization. 

During the meeting, Bea Clark, 
chair of the active transportation 
committee, said she was pleased 
that the consultants recognized 
the importance of a walkable 
community. 


ian Credit Union, asked about the 
proposed location of “gateway” at 
College St. 

Muir said that would be up to 
the town to design later. 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook, 
council’s member on the beautifi¬ 
cation committee, said “it was a 
distinct pleasure to be part of the 
open houses. In general there was 
a sense we all agreed on what we 
wanted.” 

She said the process “will give 
us two incredible communities 
when the work is all done.” 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley said 
“I’m excited about this with the 
business area improving their 
properties. I look forward to a 
very positive future.”

P eople have talked about improv¬ 
ing downtown Fonthill and Fen¬ 
wick for 20 years, if not longer. 

For the past 10 years, the town has 
gone through a series of studies which 
came up with a pack of good ideas. 

We’ve seen some steps taken for¬ 
ward. The Communities in Bloom 
Committee raised money to put seven 
heritage-style community identifica¬ 
tion signs in Fenwick, Fonthill, Rid- 
geville, North Pelham and Effingham. 

The town in partnership with shop 
owners created a model for improve¬ 
ment in Ridgeville. 

For a block Canboro Rd. was rebuilt, 
sidewalks instaRed, parking lined up, 
street lights stylized and a heritage 
sign identified the hamlet. 

Shop owners along the street, each 
with their own style, created an 
appealing atmosphere for residents 
and shoppers. 

Ridgeville shows us what is possi¬ 
ble. 

Now Fonthill will take a big step 
toward revitalization. 

During the next few months, 
Pelham St. between College St. and 
Broad will be tom up and rebuilt, 
hydro lines buried, sidewalks widened 
and parking sites adjusted. 

Shared federal, provincial and town 
infrastructure funding will financed 
the project.

Meanwhile, the town’s consultants 
have put together a Community 
Improvement Plan, which offers 
seven incentive programs to encour¬ 
age downtown property owners to 
improve their buildings following 
style guidelines and to create upper 
storey housing.

Town residents are making two 
tax donations to Niagara hospi¬ 
tals. 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook said 
Friday the situation creates con¬ 
fusion, but people need to know 
the difference. 

The contribution made directly 
by the town is optional and goes 
to the Welland Hospital Founda¬ 
tion, which buys equipment for 
the Welland hospital site. 

Cook repeated what she said at 
a town council meeting last week. 

She said the town has “a moral 
obligation” to contribute to 
equipment at the Welland site, 
which is used by many Pelham 
residents. 

Each hospital site has to raise 
money for equipment. It’s sepa¬ 
rate from operating funds it 
receives through Niagara Health 
System, which operates Niagara 
hospitals. 

The other Pelham hospital con¬ 
tribution is through Niagara 
Region’s levy on the town. It goes 
to the NHS for new hospital con¬ 
struction in west St. Catharines, 
which includes a regional cancer 
centre and a regional cardiac care 
service. It’s a mandatory contri¬ 
bution that will continue over the 
next 28 years. 

In a report to town council’s 
general committee last week, 


treasurer Cari Pupo outlined the 
two contributions as town council 
heads into preparation of its 2010 
budget. 

Since 2002, the town has 
donated $165,000 to the Welland 
Hospital Foundation. 

Of that, $25,000 was made 
annually from 2002 to 2006 as 
part of a five-year deal. 

In 2007 and 2008, $20,000 was 
donated each year from the 
town’s surplus from each of those 
years. This year the town is con¬ 
sidering making a donation from 
its 2009 surplus. 

“If contributed funds of $20,000 
are levied in 2009 from ratepay¬ 
ers, the cost per average residen¬ 
tial assessment would be $3.34,” 
Pupo said in her report. 

The Welland Hospital Founda¬ 
tion has asked Pelham for an 
annual contribution of $40,000 
over five years. It would help pay 
for a $1.2-million CT scanner now 
in operation at the hospital. 

Cook said the town should not 
wait to see what its surplus is; it 
should make its contribution an 
annual priority as a health issue. 

The regional tax levy that began 
in 2008 cost Pelham taxpayers 
$2.97 each on the average resi¬ 
dential assessment of $235,000. 

It increased to $3.31 last year as 

increased, Pupo said in her 

Heather Scott, executive direc¬ 


tor of the Welland Hospital Foun¬ 
dation, said there is a little confu¬ 
sion over the requirement of each 
hospital site to raise money for 
equipment. 

However, she finds that people 
who call her about making dona- 

asking detailed and in-depth 
questions about how their money 


“People are really paying atten¬ 
tion to health issues,” she said. 

The hospital draws from 
Welland, Pelham, Wainfleet and 
parts of Port Colbome and Thor- 
old such as Port Robinson and 
Allanburg. 

Pelham councillors, Scott said, 
are very knowledgeable about the 


needs of the Welland hospital. 

The foundation is looking for a 
regular contribution to stabilize 
funding and pay down the CT 
scanner. 

“It’s like a car loan, the quicker 
we pay if off the less it will cost,” 
she said.

Glynn A. Green alum 
called to Olympics

South Niagara will have a 
hometown hopeful when snow¬ 
boarding takes centre stage at 
the Winter Olympics next month 
in Vancouver. 

Palmer Taylor, who was born 
in Welland and attended Glynn 
A. Green School in Fonthill until 
moving to Collingwood four 
years ago, on Monday was 
selected to round out the Cana¬ 
dian women’s snowboarding 
team. She will be competing in 
the halfpipe, which has been her 
specialty since she began exten¬ 
sive training at the Blue Moun¬ 
tain ski area in Collingwood. 

At 17, Taylor will be the young¬ 
est member of a national team 
whose average age is 27. She also 
is four years ahead of her dream 
of competing at the Olympics. 

"This is definitely a dream 
come true for me. I was aiming 
for 2014, so this is quite a sur¬ 
prise,” Taylor said in a cellphone 
interview from the airport in 


Quebec City, where she was 
waiting to board a plane to Cal¬ 
gary. 

The eldest daughter of chiro¬ 
practor Scott Taylor, who contin¬ 
ues to maintain a practice in 
Welland on a part-time basis, 
was in Quebec for Monday’s offi¬ 
cial team-selection announce¬ 
ment. Though “on the bubble" 
heading into the weekend, Tay¬ 
lor’s confidence at making the 
national team was buoyed by a 
strong showing at a qualifier last 
week in Stoneham, Que. 

“I had an idea that I would 
make the team,” said Taylor, who 
was one of 14 girls at the compe- 

While the Olympics won’t get 
underway until mid-February, 
Taylor will continue her whirl¬ 
wind schedule until the Winter 
Games begin. In addition to 
competing at a World Cup event 
in Calgary, Taylor will get a valu¬ 
able opportunity to hone her 
halfpipe skills at an open cham¬ 
pionship. 

“This just gives me a chance to

earn points on the circuit,” she 
said when asked whether the 
two events will affect her seeding 
at the Olympics. 

Though born and raised in 
southern Ontario’s banana belt, 
Taylor is no stranger to skiing or 
snowboarding. She recalled that 
her first time on skis was “when I 
was 18 months old” and a drive 
north to the Blue Mountains in 
Collingwood was a weekly 


sojourn for the family of Scott 
Taylor and Sydney. 

“Every weekend we would 
leave Friday and come back 
Sunday afternoon.” 

The regular treks stopped 
about four years ago when the 
Taylors moved to Collingwood, 
but the Blue Mountains are her 
“home away from home” for the 
most part. Since Taylor began 
concentrating her efforts in per¬ 



fecting the halfpipe at the urging of 
coach Jesse Fulton, she has criss¬ 
crossed the globe taking part in train¬ 
ing and in competitions. 

“Since moving here she has proba¬ 
bly spent half the time away from 
home. These days she’s always on the 
go,” Scott Taylor said Monday in a 
telephone interview from his practice 
in Collingwood. 

Living life out of a suitcase can 
become tiring, even if the ultimate 
destination is tire top step of an Olym¬ 
pic podium. On the go since Novem¬ 
ber, Taylor said she cherished the time 
she was able to spend at home with 
her family at Christmas. 

“I get tired of travelling. I never 
know what day it is,” she said on 
Monday, her most special of days. 

Even the warmer months aren’t off¬ 
season for this world-class snow- 
boarder. Last summer found Taylor 
competing at events in Switzerland 
and New Zealand.

Regional chair candidacy 
has Baty in rumour mill

THOROLD — It’s rumour 
versus rumour in the race 
for a new regional chair. 

Peter Partington, the 
head of Niagara’s upper-tier 
municipal council for two 

announced Thursday he 
won’t run for office in the 
October election. 

No regional councillor 
has officially declared an 
intent to pursue the top 
municipal politician’s job, 
which is decided by a vote 
of Niagara’s 30 councillors 
rather than an at-large vote 
by citizens. 

But the rumour mill is 
already grinding out 
names, including Pelham 
regional Coun. Brian Baty, 
Welland Mayor Damian 
Goulbourne, Thorold 
Mayor Henry D’Angela and 
Port Colborne Mayor Vance 
Badawey. 

Baty said he’s considered 
“a future leadership role” in 
municipal politics, but 
added the idea is a “remote 
consideration” at this point 

Baty, who has served as a 
teacher and principal in 
eight of 12 Niagara munici¬ 
palities, said his focus is on 
finishing a busy last year of 
regional council, which will 
include controversial deci- 

transit and a new police 
headquarters. The only 
chairmanship he’s eyeing 
now, he said, is that of the 
Niagara Peninsula Conser¬ 
vation Authority. 

Goulbourne hasn’t said 
yet whether he’ll run for 
mayor or regional council 
in October. Ditto for 
D’Angela in Thorold, who 
said he won’t announce his 
intentions for a couple of 
months. 

Don’t expect Goulbourne, 
a two-term mayor, to tip his 
hand until after Welland’s 
budget decisions are over. 

“It’s not a question I’m 
prepared to answer right 
now. We have too much 
going on right here,” he 
said in an interview. “But I 
have heard the rumours.” 

Badawey laughed at 
rumours of his potential 
candidacy, but would only 
say he “hasn’t given it much 


thought.” He did note, how¬ 
ever, that he planned to run 
for mayor of his Lake Erie 
municipality. 

A few councillors sug¬ 
gested the next chairperson 
may be from south Niagara, 
because most regional 
chairs chosen since the 
region’s inception in 1970 
have hailed from cities in 
the north-

ritt was from Niagara Falls. 

Partington is from St. 
Catharines and his prede¬ 
cessor, Debbie Zimmer¬ 
man, lives in Grimsby. 

Welland regional Coun. 
George Marshall said while 
he would welcome a leader 
from his city, “I really don’t 
care where they come 


Marshall called Parting¬ 
ton a successful regional 
chair because he “repre¬ 
sented a collective voice,” 
not a geographical location. 

Former councillor Jamie 
Almas echoed that opinion. 

“I’m sure people will 
come out of the woodwork 
for that job ... but whom¬ 
ever it is has to leave paro¬ 
chialism at the door,” said 
the Garden City lawyer, 
who last represented St. 
Catharines at the region in 
2006. 


“It had better not be 
someone who has spent 
their time constantly 
demanding attention and 
resources for their particu¬ 
lar constituency, because 
that will go over like a lead 
balloon.” 

Almas didn’t think coun¬ 
cil’s occasional north-south 
divide would factor into the 
vote for a new chair. But he 
did suggest councillors 
might “want to spread it 
around a bit” following two 
consecutive terms with a St. 
Catharines-based chair- 

A new regional chair 
won’t be chosen until after 
the October election.
